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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to communications: application, filed 08/12/1999; amendment 
filed 06/09/2005. 

2. Claims 1-6 are pending in the case. Claims 1,3, and 5 are independent claims. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicant argues Moskowitz "does not teach or suggest 'a watermark signal including the 
scramble key information concerning the previous video picture." Moskowitz discloses the 
predetermined key, used to scramble digital information, is the descrambler of the previously 
scrambled signal's format for playback or viewing (Moskowitz: column 5, lines 40-43; column 
6, lines 55-68). 

DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,598,162 Bl to Moskowitz in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,506,903 to Yamashita. 
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6. In regards to claims 1-6, Moskowitz discloses the random key includes one or more 
random or pseudo-random series of bits (Moskowitz: column 5, lines 40-47). This meets the 
limitation of "a random number generator to generate scramble key information." Moskowitz 
also discloses the random key that is generated is also the descrambler of the previously 
scrambled signal's format for playback and viewing (Moskowitz: column 6, lines 52-58). This 
meets the limitation of "a watermark generator to generate a watermark signal including the 
scramble key information concerning a previous video picture." Moskowitz discloses the 
content can be encoded and scrambled after the data is watermarked (Moskowitz: column 6, 
lines 3-16). This meets the limitation of "an encoder to encode the multiplexed signal to output 
encoded video data; and a scrambler to scramble the encoded video data to generate scrambled 
video data " However Moskowitz does not disclose "including the scramble key information" in 
the multiplexed signal. 

7. Yamashita discloses a second multiplexer for multiplexing the scrambled data from the 
scrambler and the scramble key information from the scramble controller (Yamashita: column 4, 
lines 24-26). This meets the limitation of "including the scramble key information" in the 
multiplexed signal. 

8. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the method digital watermarking as disclosed by Moskowitz 
with the method of multiplexing the scramble key with the scrambled data as disclosed by 
Yamashita in order to prevent unauthorized decoding of the scramble since the scramble control 
data is transmitted by way of the packets (Yamashita: column 3, lines 38-42).
